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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 20-36 are currently pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

Claims 20-36 are drawn to more than one inventive concept (as defined in PCT 
Rule 13), and accordingly, a restriction is required according to the provision of PCT 
Rule 13.2 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that the international application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a general inventive 
concept (requirement of unity of invention). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be 
fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one 
or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. 

Annex B, Part 1 (b), provides that "special technical features" mean those 
technical features, which, as a whole, define a contribution over the prior art. 

Annex B, Part 1 (e), provides combinations of different categories of claims and 

states: 
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"The method for determining unity of invention under Rule 13 shall be construed 
as permitting, in particular, the inclusion of any one of the following combinations of 
claims of different categories in the same international application: 

(i) in addition to an independent claim for a given product, an independent claims 
for a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an 
independent claim for use of the said product, or 

(ii) in addition to an independent claim for a given process, an independent claim 
for an apparatus or means specially designed for carrying out the said process, 
or 

(iii) in addition to an independent claim for a given product, and independent 
claim for a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, 
and an independent claim for an apparatus or means specially designed for 
carrying out the said process,..."

Due to widely divergent variables in the compound of formula (I), e.g. A, L, and 
R 1 -R 42 , the general formula (I) contains various distinct special technical features. A 
preliminary STN search of the core structure of the inventions leads to 4138-6052 
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compounds sharing the core structure (see attached STN preliminary search report). 
Therefore the inventions lack unity of invention. For this reason, further restriction is 
required.

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT rule 13.1 and 13.2 since, 
under 37 CFR 1 .475(a) the compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural 
element qualifying as the special technical feature evidenced by formula (I) with 
numerous and widely divergent variables in the compound. Accordingly, unity of 
invention is considered to be lacking and restriction of the invention in accordance with 
the rules of unity of invention is considered to be proper. Additionally, the vastness of 
the claimed subject matter, and the complications in understanding the claimed subject 
matter imposes a serious burden on any examination of the claimed subject matter.
